Rome, March 25.—Flume Is on 
the eve of momentous events, say 
dispatches direct from that city, 
('apt. Gabriele d'Annunzio and the 
Kiumlan National Assembly have 
decided to proclaim Flume a re¬ 
public, hut will probably not take 
this action until after the meeting 
of the Allied Supreme Council at 
San Remo, Italy, April 21. 


In the Meantime Canada Will Carry on Her Naval Ser¬ 
vice on Pre-War Basis, Says Ballantyne; Warships 
Offered by Admiralty Accepted. 


Budget Statement of Minister of Finance Indicates Financial Recovery 
of Province; Will Create Special Fund For Road Improvement Pur¬ 
poses; Readjustments in Financing the Municipalities. 


Ottawa, March 25.—The Canadian naval service will be car- J 
ried on along a pre-war basis, Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, Minister of 
Naval Service, announced this afternoon, in a statement on ther 
future of the Canadian navy. 

Action, he announced further, would be deferred on the adop- j 
tion of a permanent policy pending discussion by the Overseas : 


The Underground Railwayman 
Want Higher Wages, Thomas 
Tells Commons 


Dominions and Great Britain at the forthcoming Imperial Con¬ 
ference. 

The offer from Great Britain of one light cruiser and two tor¬ 
pedo boat destroyers to take the place of the Niobe and Rainbow 
had been accepted, he said. 

Demobilization of all officers and naval ratings had been order¬ 
ed in order to reorganize the present service thoroughly and place 
it on an economical basis. 

Admiral Kingsmill, Mr. Ballantyne also announced, has retired 
as Director of Naval Services. 

The Government will not appoint an officer of such high rank 
to take charge of the smaller temporary force now proposed. An 
officer of lower rank will succeed to the post. 


London. March 25.— (Canadian As¬ 
sociated Press)—J. H. Thomas, gen¬ 
eral secretary of the National Union 
of Rallwaymen. somewhat startled 
the House of Commons yesterday 
afternoon when he Htuted that a 
strike of London underground rall¬ 
waymen is threatened for next week 
unless the company pays wage in¬ 
creases granted under the recent 
award and which are being withheld 
until the company's bill granting 
power to raise the fares is consid¬ 
ered by Parliament. 

Called Off. 

London. March 25.—The possibility 
of a general railway strike originat¬ 
ing in difficulties on the Lancashire and 
Yorkshire Railway has been dispelled. 
It was announced this evening that 
the strike of 2,000 men on that line 
has been called off, the dispute having 
been settled. 

Miners. 

London. March 25.—Premier Lloyd 
George invited the executive of the 
Miners’ Union to meet him this morn¬ 
ing to discuss the wage question. The 
miners’ delegates, who have been in 
conference here, adjourned until 4 
p. m„ when it is expected they 'will 
receive a Report of the interview. 

The interruption of negotlatibns 
between the Government and thei 
miners followed the failure of th* 
miners’ negotiators to accept the Gov¬ 
ernment’s compromise offer of a 20 
per cent, increase, or two-thirds of 
the miners' demands. It was said 
last night that the question of accept¬ 
ance or rejection would probably be 
offered for a referendum of the 
miners.

Bauer Reported to 
Have Formed a New 
Cabinet in Germany 


Dolly V or den Railway 
Act M ay Be Disallo'wed 


Berlin, March 25.—The new German Cabinet, reconstructed as 
the result of yesterday ’3 negotiations, will be headed by Gustav 
Bauer, the present Premier, according to The Post to-day. It gives 
the list of the remodelled Ministry as follows: Premier, Gustav 
Bauer; Vice-Chancellor and Minister of Justice, Dr. Schiffer; 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Dr. Hermann Mueller; Minister of the 
Interior, Koch; Minister of Defence, Gessler; Minister of Finance, 
Captain Fisher Cnno; Minister of the Treasury, Boltz; Minister of 
Transport, Dr. Bell; Minister of Labor, Schlike; Minister of Re¬ 
construction, Silberschmidt; Minister of Economy, Dr. Schmidt; 
Minister of Posts and Telegraphs, Giesberts; Minister without port¬ 
folio, Dr. Eduard David. 

The Ministers not in the old 
Cabinet arc Gessler, who is Mayor 
of Nuremburg; Captain Cuno. who 
is the director of the Hamburg- 
American Steamship Company: Boltz 
and Silberschmidt. who Is the leader 
of the Builders’ Trad# Union. 

The newspapers generally do not 
appear to be satisfied with the make¬ 
up of the Cabinet, especially the 
Socialist organs, which consider that 
the course of events has entitled 
them to expect a strong leaning to 
the Left in the Government's policy. 

The appointment of Captain Cuno is 
particularly displeasing to them, he 
being regarded as a member of the 
Right. 

Via Amsterdam. 

Paris, March 25.—(Havas)—An 
Amsterdam message quoting Berlin 
dispatches to The Telegraaf says it is 
reported a new German Cabinet lias 
been formed with Gufctav Bauer re¬ 
maining as Premier and Dr. Schiffer 
as Vice-Premier. 

Dr. Hermann Mueller is said to 
have been again given the portfolio 
of Foreign Affairs, and Gessler, 

Mayor of Nuremberg, has been ap¬ 
pointed Minister of National Defence. 

The other members of the Cabinet 
are reported as follows: 

Minister of the Interior. Koch; 

Minister of Finance, Captain Fisher 
Cuno; Minister of Transportation. 

Bell, and Minister of the Treasury, 

Wolff. Other portfolios, it is said, 
have been distributed among the 
Socialists and Democrats.

HELP FOB MUNICIPALITIES. 


The Government’s provision for financial re¬ 
lief for the municipalities in the form of addi¬ 
tional sources of revenue would increase the in¬ 
come of this city by $100,000. This is a long way 
from the minimum of $225,000 which the Chair¬ 
man of the Municipal Finance Committee esti¬ 
mates will be required to enable Victoria to keep 
its tax rate at twenty-five mills.- The proposal 
is to permit the municipalities to impose a service, 
or poll, tax of $5 upon all males from 25 to 65, 
years of age, and to give them half the proceeds j 
of an increase in the Provincial amusement tax 
which the Government is contemplating. In the 
case of Victoria each ot these would inereuse the 
municipal revenue by $50,000 per year. 

We suggest to the Government that it can 
afford to enlarge this measure of aid much more 
easily than Victoria can afford to finance herself 
without it.

Livening Sitting, March 24. 

Following the custom of previous 
yours on the occasion of the presenta¬ 
tion of the budget the Hon. John Hart, 
Minister of Finance, gave to the 
House this evening a brief review of 
provincial production in connection 
with agriculture, the activities of the 
Department of Lands, mineral out¬ 
put. and the revenue from fisheries. 
The statement speaks for itself andi 
follows: 

Agricultural Production. 

Recognizing that the high cost of 
living can only be met by Increased 
production* the efforts of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture have been 
directed during the year to increas¬ 
ing the production of food stuffs. 

Under t.he provisions of the Land 
Settlement and Development Act 
lurge areas of wlld^lands are being 
brought under cultivation, and In 
connection with this development 
work soldiers are being employe 1. 
many of whom will become actual 
settlers upon the rvady-mude farms 
resulting from these operations. 

Settlement ureas have been estab¬ 
lished in the interior of the Province, 
taking lu lightly-timbered lands 
which have been cruised and title 
to which has been secured. The pol¬ 
icy followed in establishing these 
areas has been to create closely set¬ 
tled communities. This is the only 
possible way to give settlers con¬ 
veniences in ihe way of churches, 
schools, roads and so forth, in the 
most economical manner us well as 
to facilitate efficient and cheap mar¬ 
keting of produce. 

Agricultural production for the 
year 1919 amounted to $61,749,719, be¬ 
ing an Increase of 24.6 per cent over , 
the year 1918. Rxports are estimated 
at $6,500,000 which, although showing ; 
an increase In value does not indicate 1 
a corresponding increase j n quantity! 
shipped, owing to the Increased value 
of the commodities. Imports from 
foreign points amounted to $4.314.313. 1 
and from other Provinces of the Do- 1 
minion $16,898,409. making total im¬ 
ports to the value of $21,212,722, a 
decrease from the year 1918 of $692.- 

lnspection records show that whilst 
in 1918 there were 100,213 boxes of 
apples imported Into the Province, 
there were only 24,710 boxes imported 
in 1919. about 25 per cent of the 
previous year’s imports. This falling 
off was largely due to the record 
crop of apples produced in British 
Columbia during the year. 

Fair* Resume. 

A number of agricultural fairs 
which hud suspended operations dur¬ 
ing the war were resumed in 1919, 
fifty-five exhibitions being held as

against $2,301,462 for the same period 
iu 15h8, and an estimated revenue 
for the fiscal year of $2,184,000. 

The largest item In the total Is 
forest revenue, which amounted to 
$1,927,862.35, while the revenue from 
lands, including land sales, was $296,- 
809.85. It Is expected that the total 
revenue from the Lands Department 
for the fiscul year will exceed the 
estimated total by about $ 600 , 000 . 

The total value of forest products 
for the year 1919 is placed at $70*,285,- 
094. as against $54,162,623 In 1918. 
Lumber shows an Increase of $5,000,- 
000; pulp and paper $2.m)0,000; and 
shingles $7,000,000 over the previous 
year. A good deal of the increase 
is due to advancing prices, but it 
Is gratifying to note that the output 
In nearly every case has im-n-ased. 

Water-borne shipments of lumber 
increased 20 , 000,000 feet, with a total 
of log million as against 88 million, 
while the output of newsprint paper 
has grown from 112,206 In 1918 to 
123,607 tons. Shingles also show a 
record year, both In quantity and j 
value. 

The total log scale for thp year 1 
is 1.758.329,995 foot, as against 1,761,- 
184,406 feet the previous year. The 
slight decrease is partially due t<> 
labor difficulties In the woods and 
partly to the fact that the output of 
aeroplane spruce swelled the total 
in 1)18. 

Fire-fighting costs last year were 
$330,000 as ngalnst $229,000 In 1918, 
the Increase being due to the fact 
that owing to a very dry season, 
with high winds prevailing in many 
districts, fire risks were abnormal. 
The Department plans to maintain a 
still closer firfc patrol during 1920. 
ir.d Is also preparing to go very fully 
Into the question of conserving Brit- 
1*1* Columbia’s forest resources. 

Mineral Production. 

While the estimr.ted production 
of the mining industry in British 
Columbia for the year 1919, put in 
terms of monetary value Is consider¬ 
ably less than it was In 1918, there 
Is every reason for looking forward 
to the futur* with confidence. Pre¬ 
liminary compilations put the value 
of the 1919 output at $33,421,333 as 
against $41,782,474 for 1918, a reduc¬ 
tion of $8,361,141. or equivalent to a

Precious Metals. 

There has been a decrease In gold 
production, both placer and lode, the 
responsibility for which, undoubtedly, 
is to L-' found chiefly in high costa 
of operation ajtd the economic neces¬ 
sity of the maintenance of the fixed 
price of the precious metal. The val¬ 
ue of bur placer mining output was 
ubout $286,500 uh compared to $320,000 
in 1918. Lode gold output Is valued 
at $2,930,365 aa against the 1918 figure 
of $3,403,812. 

The production of silver, notwith¬ 
standing the falling off In copper, 
showH an Increase, the output being 
estimated at 3,667,516 ozs. worth 
$3,871,063, which In quantity Is 169,- 
344 ozs. and in value $655,193 better 
than in the previous year. The added 
value is due, to some extent, to the 
rise In the market value of the metal. 

In zinc also last year's figures, in 
respect of production, are an im¬ 
provement. The 1919 output is placed 
at 43,694.583 lbs. as compared with 
41,772,916 lbs. in 1918, or an increase 
of 1,921,667 lbs. Owing to the decline 
In the value of the metal, the ex¬ 
planation of which lies In the lesser 
demand, tfhe value of the larger pro¬ 
duction of the past year is not as 
great as that of the smaller output 
of the previous year, the difference 
amounting to $181,237. 

The total amount of land produced 
In 1919 is estimated to have been 
32,134,136 lbs. valued at $1,658,121. 
This represents, as compared with 
the previous year, a decrease ’in 
quantity of 11,765,525 lbs., and with 
the lower market price of lead a de¬ 
crease in. value of $1,269,986. 

As to the production of the colleries 
of the Province, it is estimated that 
the gross output was 2,504,423 long 
tons, of which 147,205 tons were mude 
into coke, leaving the net production 
of coal at 2,357,218 tons. Comparing 1 
these figures with those of 1918 indi¬

After strongly scoring the lack of 
initiative shown by the Canadian Air 
Board In the matter of drafting an 
aerial defence policy, the Victoria 
branch of the Aerial I.eague last 
night endorse^ tho resolution of the 
Aero Club of Canada advocating an 
independent air force. 

This action on the part of the local 
aviators makes the movement Do¬ 
minion-wide—as every aeronautical j 
association in the country' has now- 
confirmed the stand taken by the 
Aero Club of Cunada on this point. 

The Resolution. 

The resolution reads ns follows: 
“The Aero Club of Canada is con¬ 
vinced that it Is essential that Canada 
should in time of peace provide for I 
the existence. In the possible event 
of war, of an air force to act both 
with and independently of the sea 
and land forces. 

“Without such an air force the sea 
and land forces would be compara¬ 
tively helpless.’’ 

After dealing a f length with the 
nature of work such a body of fly¬ 
ing men would undertake, the resolu¬ 
tion continues: "It is also of the 
opinion that having regard to the in¬ 
evitable and necessary restriction 
upon national expenditure, a large 
non-professional force undergoing 
training for a small fraction of the 
time would provide more adequate 
protection than would a small per¬ 
manent military body. 

"The Aero Club of Canada conse¬ 
quently commends to the Immediate 
attention of the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment the urgent necessity of taking 
steps towards the formation of an 
air force of a non-professional char¬ 
acter. 

"We advocate an Independent air 
force. We advocate that it should be 
a largo voluntary air force, and not

White strongly advocated the impo- i 
sitinn of heavier taxes upon the value 
of land. Titles to land are instituted 
by the state, and the levying of 
ground rent by the ow’ners is done 
by virtue of the state, asserted the 
speaker, who pointed out that a pro¬ 
cess which permitted the levying of 
taxes upon the people as a whole by I 
one class savored of junkerdom and 
was not democratic. 

Reminding his hearers that living 
costs had risen by leaps and bounds 
in the past few' years despite the in¬ 
troduction of labor-saving devices 
and improved agricultural machinery 
for the farms. Mr. White declared 
that the inflation was the result of 
the raising of land costs in greater 
proportion to the lowering of labor 
costs. The introduction of modern 
equipment and machinery had driven 
people from the farms by reducing 
the cost of labor and production. 
Their Influx into the cities had 
caused industrial growth and the Cor¬ 
responding growth of the cities—and 
in this way a proper economic circle 
was developed. "If that could be left 
alone it would be the highest pos¬ 
sible development of the economic 
circle," continued the speaker. “But 
as soon as the cities grow, the land 
in the centre of that city assumes 
a fictitious value and the people 
who own It levy an ever-increasing 
tax called ground rent. Thus, an 
artificial value is created for land 
which is needed for the making of 
homes. In consequence every Im¬ 
provement is overtaxed to pay the 
cost of public administration, police 
and fire protection, with the result 
that after a certain point the growth 
of the city ceases and this' inter- 
ruptlon of th? economic circle tarings 
the city slum.” 

The advocates of the single tax 
were working to put an end, in the 
United States, to the taxing of in¬ 
dustry and then will impose taxes; 
enough on the land so that it would 
not pay the speculator to hold it. In 
defence of his argument that the 
fruits of labor should not be deemed 
a taxable commodity. Mr. White 
averred that, contrary to the findings 
of the Judiciary of the United States, 
labor is not a marketable commodity 
nnd cannot be bought or sold and as 
such is not property, and should not 
be taxed as such.

Even if the Air Board did not see 
fit to put the machines into immedi¬ 
ate operation, it was argued that It 
3houId at least accept tho offer, and 
keep the aircraft pending further 
consideration of the question of an 
aerial policy. The machines comprise 
aeroplanes, seaplanes, flying boats 
and uirships (Blimps) and represent 
a cost of over two millions of dollars, 
being of the latest types and new 
from the Old Country factories.
